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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, a clarification of the statement of the 
telephone interview held on December 18, 2006. The Examiner indicated that she was going to discuss the language in contention 
("means" language) with supervising examiners to make sure that the "means" language was being interpreted correctly by the examiner. 
There was no indication that the case was to be sent for review. As to the response, Applicant argues that the "means" language is not 
taught or suggested by the prior art because the proper weight has not be given to the language in view of the specification. The word 
"means" has not been used in the specification so it is not clear to the examiner what the "means" language encompasses. In addition, a 
product is claimed and the "means" language appears to encompass process limitations. The "means for developing" would have to be 
an actual means such as a developing tank. How does this integrate with the lithographic structure? It is the examiner's position that the 
"means" language appears to be reciting process limitations and a product is being claimed. As with any product-by-process claims, it is 
the patentability of the procut which must be determined. The process claims have been allowed by the examiner. As to the finality of the 
office action, substantial amendments were made to the claims including the addition of the "means" language and the addition of the 
"opaque" barrier language. 
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
